It had followed af- 
ter the limited express and made a 
through trip at high pressure, Yet 
the cattle were all in good condi- 
tion, neither fevered nor dirty, aud 
the cars were admir: bly clean and 
well ventilated. The saving on the 
loss of stock, I am told, allows a 
very considerable profit over the 
extra charges for hauling at high 
speed. The shamefully orutal 
methods heretofore in vogue in 
transportation of cattle are well 
known. Every humane person 
must hail this inne vation as a for- 
ward step in the right direction 
and a long one, too. 


— 


Dehorning Upheld. 

Some years ago benevolent 
minded people denounced the de- 
horning of cattle as a cruel practicr 
only worthy of barbarians. Latel) 
the stock journals of the country 
have asserted the contrary, and 
cite proof that the operation of 
cutting off the horns of a milch 
cow is not a painful or any way 
dangerous act, as ‘the flow of milk 
does not lessen and the relish for 
food does not weaken. These as- 
sertions are borne out by the actual 
experience narrated in the Seattle 
(W. T.) Post-Intelligencer, where it 
asserts that atthe Puyallup cream- 
ery they have cut off the horns 
from sixty-eight head of stock 
within two weeks, many of them 
being milch cows. The operation 
is simply to cut off. the horns as 
close to the head as possible. The 
result has been that more than 
twice the number of cattle can be 
put in the same inclosure and the 
vicious ones nave no way to impose 
on the quiet ones. That is the 
chief reason for so doing and that 
is enough to justify dehorning. It 
would seem that cattle without 
horns were to.be the rule here- 
after. 


— 


A peculiar occurrence on the 
Santa Fe railroad in Bent county, 
Colorado, resulted in the sudden 
death or forty head of young Here- 
ford cattle en route to California 
from the breeding farm of Walter 


The two cars: containing the stock 
caught fire in some way and before 
the train could run to the nearest 
water tank the forty Herefords 
were roasted alive. The loss falls 
upon the railroad company. 


Since the bull-importing craze 
subsided, two years ago, range 
riders. note the absence of two 
hundred dollar careasses that for- 
merly ornamented the prairies. It 
has been clearly demonstrated that 
home bred animals are the only 
kind that can be depended upon to 
withstand the rigors of winter.—
